Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of these claims is the inclusion of the limitations where two or 
more cholesteric liquid crystal layers having different selective reflection wavelength 
regions are laminated in order from shorter wavelength to longer wavelength where 
prism patterns are formed onto a side of the two or more cholesteric liquid crystal 
layers. The prior art does not teach or suggest these limitations in combination with the 
other claimed limitations of independent claims 1 and 6.

Each of these references discloses a polarizing light device and method of making a 
polarizing light device that is similar to the claimed invention. Neither reference teaches 
or suggests forming a prism pattern onto a side of two or more cholesteric liquid crystal 
layers having different selective reflection wavelength regions laminated in order from 
shorter wavelength to longer wavelength.
